Alberta. 

Before the middle of the summer 
has been reached, it is estimated that 
more than fifty modern oil drilling 
outfits will be operating at various 
points in Alberta in the big campaign 
that is being planned for this year by 
the Imperial Oil Co, anc other large 
concerns to test out the potential oil 
fields of the province. 

Plans have been developing within 
the last month or two in Calgary 
which will put several very large oil 
companies in the field with the most
